By New Confession Police Trace 
Alleged Disposer of Loot. 


ALSO SUPPLIED THE CARS. 


Garage Owner Disappears After Mak- 
ing Date with Capt. Lavin. 


The alleged ‘“‘fence”’ involved by confes- 

sions made by auto bandits to the police has 
slipped away. He is accused of supply ing 
autos for the raiders. 
In addition to supplying the automobiles, 
the police say, he disposed of the loot for 
the bandits. The man, whose name, accord- 
ing to the police, is Frank Madia, kept a re- 
pair shop and three automobiles at 1612 
Michigan avenue. He lived over the shop. 

Detectives have been watching his place. 
but on Saturday, through a ruse, he eluded 
the detectives and left the city, it is said. 
The police obtained trace of Madia through 
James A. Perry, the confessed auto bandit. 


Calls Up. Man on Phone. 
Perry told Capt. Lavin and State’s Attor-

He said 
he would try to get this man to turn over the 
loot. Perry appealed to the man to agsgist 


the property. 
State’s Attorney Hoyne also talked to the 
man and arranged with him for a meeting.

‘Three 


o'clock came and so did 4, Put Madia didn’t 


appear at the station. Then Capt. Lavin 


sent a couple of detectives after him. 
The detectives reported back late last night 


that Madia had gone frém Chicago, as far 


as they could find, Notice of his disappear- 
ance has been sent.cut taeurrounding towns 
by the police. 


Perry Implicates Madia. 

Madia’s alteged connection with the auto 
bandits was leafMed through the confession 
of Perry. He admitted the robberies on 
Thursday night, but not until Saturday did he 
implicate any other persons in the holdups. 
In a signed confession obtained on Saturday 
the name of the “ fence ’’ was obtained from 
Perry. 

Perry told the state's attorney Madia sup- 
plied touring cars and helped in disposifg of 
the loot obtained in the raids. 

All efforts of the police and the state’s at- 
torney to obtain a confession from Frank 
McEriane, alias Walter Scott, have been 
futile. McEriane was kept in his cell all 
day and given a touch of the “ third degiee 
of silence’’ which resulted in the eonfession 
of Charles Conway to the murder ofophia 
Singer. 


How McErlane Was Released. 

He will be questioned again this morning. 
It was learned during the day that McEriane 
obtained his release from the bridewell on his 
first sentence on an order from former Judge 
Himes of the Municipal court. He was sent 
to the bridewell for stealing an atutomobile 
from Nathan T. Brenner, président of the 
American Insulated Wire and Cable com- 
pany, from in front of the Congress hotel. 
He served the first sentence under the name 
of Frank Burns. 

McEriane was.convicted the first time on 
Aug. 25) 1911. He was released on i 
Himes’ order on Oct. 25. \ It issaid a politician 
from the west side, who was intimate with 
the boy's father, a saloonkeeper, urged the 
judge to release McErlane. 

McEriane’s second trip to the bridewell 
lasted nearly a year, according to the rec- 
ords. He was sentenced for stealing a ma- 
chine from William Keegam, 3154 Vernon 
avenue, on Jam 11, 1912.

Living Cost Great Problem. 

The measure regarding the high cont of liv- 
ing investigation appropriates $20,000 to de- 
fray the expenses of preparation and par- 
ticipation in the conference. lt was passed 
by the senate at the last session and has 
been favorably. reported to the house b> tne 
committee on foreign reiations.

According to the most relHable and latest 
index numbers of prices available, the gen- 
eral price level rose from 1896 to 3911, 32 
per cent in England, 40 per cent in France, 
54 per cent in Germany, and 36 per cent in 
Canada. From 1896 to 1910, the price level. 
increased 27 per cent in Belgium and 46 per 
cent im the United States. 


Wages Fall Behind Prices. 
Investigation establishes that wages nor-. 
mally lag behind prices, and it is open to ques- 
tion whether In spite of the seeming pros- 
pertyy of most of the period since 1806 the 
laboring people are not worse off today than 
they were fifteen years ago. 
A close study of the situation by an inter- 
national commission would afford a general 
review of the differences between different 
countries and times, so far as concerns the 
purchasing power of the dollar or other 
monetary unit and the purchasing power of 
incomes, especially wages. 
These two sorts of purchasing power do not 
always change together. Thus if all prices 
and Wages rise equally, it is clear that the 
purchasing power of the monetary unit must 
fall, though the vurchasire power of wane 
will have remained the same. 


Will Study Many Problems. 

An international commission could throw 
a@ great deal of light on both questions. lt 
will be called upon to study the production 
of gold, the extension of credit through the 
use of checks, uncovered banks notes, etc., 
and the philosophy of the- circulation of 
money, ant also a study of the conditions 
of production, transportation, and the vol- 
ume of trade in respect to agriculture, min- 
ing and industrial products.

This precipitated a keen struggle, in which 
the three countries did everything they could 
to discredit the Americans ahd prevent their 
participating in the loan. However, the 
American government assured China that it 
would strenuously support the American 


The syndicate even offered to allow Amer- 
ican participation without recognizing. Amer- 
ica’s right to do #0. This, if agreed to, 
would have given them just grounds for re- 
fusing participation in future loans. This 
was refused. 

Finally the extreme course of telegraph- 
ing to the prince regent of China was de- 
cided upon. Mr. Taft did so. The result was 
an agreemennt by which America was ad- 
mitted to participation in the loan, but the 
total sum was increased so as not to lessen 
the amount previously granted Great Brit- 
ain, France,and Germany. Thisloan, known 
as the Hu Kuang loan, was signed at Paris 
May 23, 10910. 


U. S&S. Backs Its Financiers. 

In. this way American financiers backed 
by the government had entered the Chinese 
loan question. This backing by the govern- 
ment was e proper diplomatic move, not be- 
cause it furnished profit to a group of Ameri- 
can financiers, but because it forced the 
other nations to recognize that America had. 
to be considered in Chinese affairs. In other 
words, it compelled ‘them to acknowledge 
the policy of the open door or equal oppor- 
tunity. Also it prevented them, at any time 
when their policy might laok to the disinte- 
gration of China, from objecting to Ameri- 
can interference on the ground that it hed 
no Chinese interests. 

While the dispute was in progress Rus- 
sia, Belgium, and Japan took advantage of 
the situation to declare their right to equal 
participation in loans. 

Thus, thanks to the action of the United 
States, the scheme of the three powers to 
control all loans to China had fallen through 
for the time being. 


Fail to Reform Finances. 

The next struggle was to come over the 
raising of a loan to straighten out China's 
finances. Even the Manchu government 
finally recognized that conditions as they 
were could not go on. 

In 1902 China agreed in treaty with, 
America to adopt a uniform currency. In 
September, 1908, Mr. Roosevelt sent Mr. 
Jeremiah W. Jenks of Cornell to China to 
make a special study of China’s finances. 

Various efforts were made by the Chinese 

to reform their financial condition. Wrongly 
directed, however, they all came to noth- 
ing. . 
In 1908 Tong Shao-Yi came to the United 
States. The Japanese discredited his mis- 
sion by telegraphing to Asia ahead of time 
the news of the Root-Takahira agreemem 
having to do with the prevention of disputes 
in Manchuria. Finally, in September, 1910, 
the president of the board of communications 
called on Mr. Calhoun, the American minis- 
ter, and asked him to telegraph to Wash- 
ington for a currency loan and an American 
adviser. By the end of October, 1910, a 
loan of $50,000,000 had been conditionally 
greed upon, 

Then the European group invited the 
American group to join them. This to pre- 
vent contention. In a meeting at Paris in 
November, 1910 the four groups signed an 
agreement providing for equal participation 
in future loans. 


Wanted American Adviser. 
The American government, while not ob- 
jecting to this agreement, desired an Amer-

Japan Stirs Up Trouble. 

Japan took advantage of this to stir up in 
the provinces all the opposition it could to 
the loan. The provincial assemblies and the 
national assembly agitated against the loan. 
The Japanese press commenced a political 
agitation. It began to look asif there would 
be no loanatal. - 

Fearing this, England and France persuad- 
ed Russia and Japan to cease their opposi- 
tion to a measure which made for so much 
necessary progress. At the same time China 
assured these powers of equal participation 
in future loans. 

Finally due to the excellent work of the 
American Minister, Mr, Calhoun, and Mr. 
Straight, the representative of the American 
group, the loan was agreed upon but without 
providing for an exclusive American adviser. 

The loan was signed April 15, 1911. It 
provides for $50,000,000 to be used in bringing 
about a uniform standard currency. Four- 
ninths of this. was to be used in Manchuria. 
Of the amount apportioned to Manchuria, 
$10,000,000 was to be used for industrial and 
administrative purposes. 


Loan Restores America’s Prestige. 

The successful conclusion of this loan re- 
stored to a considerable extent the prestige 
lost by America as the result of the complete 
failure of. Mr. Knox's scheme to neutralize 
the Manchurian railroads. 

While the Japanese ceased open opposi- 
tion to the loan, when bidden to do so by 
Great Britain, there can be no doubt that 
they kept up secret opposition and did not 
intend the loan to materialize. Its con- 
summation was to them a direct slap admin- 
istered. by the United States. 

Up to this point, while sometimes far from 
successful, the efforés of the United States 
on the whole had been used in the interest 
of the integrity of China and the open door. 


* China Needs More Funds. 
From this point a new chapter opens. 
With the establishment of the new gov- 

ernment as the re@ult of the revolution, China 
found itself in meed of funds to carry it 
Over the period of reorganization. It there- 
fore entered into negotiations with the group 
made up of British, German, French, and 
American bankers. The Russians and Japa- 
nese, though having no money to lend, in- 
sisted on being considered members of this 
group, they for political reason, as shown 
above, having forced themselves into the 
combination. 

This grbup is known’as the six power 
group. It offered to lend £60,000,000 to China 
provided it would agree to certain condi- 
tions. These conditions provided that the 
representative of the group could interfere 
should he see fit in the expenditure by China 
of this money. 

As this power would virtually mean the 
surrender of part,of China’s sovereignty it 
naturally refused to agree. Also it said 
that it did not need £60,000,000; that the 
amount was too great, and that in the in- 
terests of its future development it did not 
wish to increase its debt any more than was 
necessary. 


Loan Deadlock Broken. 

The six power group refused, however, to 
offer any better terms, The deadlock was 
broken by an American, Mr. A. Wendell 
Jackson, who through a Lordon financier, 
Mr. Crisp, arranged to float for China a loan 
of £10,000,000 without China agreeing to

This time the. Ameftean government, in- 
stead of aiding China in its fight, sided with 
the other five powers againat it. In other 
words, not only did.it fail to support China 
in its attempt to maintain its complete sov- 
ereignty, which can be the only guarantee of 
its integrity and the survival of the open door 
principle, but it actually aided those govern- 
ments which are bent on ‘thé destruction ot 
these two principles. 

In other words, we have acted as the part- 

ners of Russia and Japan in their. selfish 
efforts to so weaken China that it shall never 
come to the front as a strong, united, liberal 
government, able to resist the aggressions 
of these two powers. 

Undoubtedly then this is the real reason 
for the refusal of the Américan government 
to recognize the Chinese républic. This, not 
because of Peking but in spite of Peking.

ORGANIZED CHARITIES BANE 
TO POOR, SAYS HENRY NEIL. 


Suggests Mothers’ Pensions Every- 
where and Says Sage Foundation 
Exists to Make Lower Wages. 

’ 


That organized charities in the last ten 
years have broken up tens of thousands of 
homes by compelling the dependent mothers 
to work at the wash tubs in some one else’: 
basement six days a week when they should 
stay at home and give their own childten 
proper care was the declaration yesterday 
afternoon of Henry Neil, ‘‘father of pen- 
sions.”’ 

He spoke before the Social Service class 0° 
the Unity church of Oak Park on ‘ Organ- 
ized Charity versus Mothers’ Pensions.’ 

' He eriticised a report of Dr. C. E. Carstens 
on mothers’ pensions in Illinois. 

Mr. Neil proposed mothers’ pensions every- 
where. 

“ Organized charity, according to Dr. Car- 
stens, is opposed to relieving the needs of 
mothers of dependent children, because 
church ané other philanthropic people wouid 
not have any one on whom they could expend 
their sympathy,” he said. 

Following his address, Mr. Neil added: 


“The Russell Sage foundation is forming | 


a large trust among the charitable organiza¢ 
tions of thfs cduntry, and will soon have such 
power, if they are not checked, that they 
will be able to force the poor women and 
children who have been left destitute to work 
for lower wages, which, I believe, is their 
ultimate purpose.”’

Taft at B'nai B'rith Fete. 


New York, Jan. 19.—President Taft, an 
over Sunday visitor In New York, assisted ‘in 
the celebration tonight of the seventieth an- 
niversary of the Order of B'nai B'rith. ad- 
dressing a large congregation which had 
gathered for the exercises in the Temple 
Beth’el on Fifth avenue. 

President Taft began his address with a ref- 
erence to the medal.recently presented to him 
by B'nai B'rith, as he thought undeservedly 
adding: “But honors don’t come very often.” 

From the Jews, Mr. Taft said, the American 
people should profit by their @xample of love 
of liberty and love of guaranty of rights and 
equality, and their Intensity of spirit. 

“T don’t like to drop Into politics,’ he con- 
tinued. “I don’t seem tO have been a erand 
success. But the American people will have 


to be educated over again in lessons of liberty, 


and will have to be taught again the real value 
of the -rights we now have and the restraints 
under which we epjoy them. 

“Something has been said of the intolerance 
of other countries. Tolerance does not exist in 
other countries as in our own, but. we must 
know that tolerance in this country will have 
its beneficent effects all over the world. The 
attitude of the American people on that sub- 
ject cannot but bring about a better condition. 
I. don't need to preach patience to your race. 
I don't need to preach persistence to you. I 
don't believe in progress overnight.” 

Turning to the topic of progress toward 
world peace, the president said: 

“T had a dream that we were going to take 
a long step toward universal peace, but after 
negotiating a treaty with England and a treaty 
with France I awoke.” 

He explained that through treaties between 
this country and European nations and inter- 
locking treaties to follow he had hoped a great 
arbitral court could be established. 

“That Was my dream,” he said. “We nego 
‘fated the first two treaties with Pingland ané 
France. and then I woke up. It's bound te 
come, however, because progress in. this direc- 
tion cannot be defeated. I hope on, tn spite of 
this nightmare that the senate gave me.”

The well trained ear of a musician can distin- 
guish notes differing only one-hundredth part of 
a* tone from. one another. Most people cannot 
perceive a difference of one-tenth of a tone, and 
a few can scarcely tell one tone from another. 

The cause of this curious disparity resides in 
slight differences in the structure of the cochlea, 
a wonderful piece’ of apparatus in the inner- 
most part of the ear. * It is a Httle body, shaped 
like a snail shell, and believed to be the part of 
the hearing apparatus which recognizes musical 
sounds.

“7 don’t agree with Callahan on the best 
way to start the spring work,” said the Cub 
boss last night. “I suppose Callahan will 

: reply to this by asking where I ever played 
bali But I'm not talking of my own plans 

go much as I am of the scheme of Manager 
Johnny Evers. He talked only a little to 
me about spring training and I am heartily 
in favor of everything he said. 

“In contrast to Callahan's plan allowing 

men to take it easy for the first ten days 
at Paso Robies, playing little ball and taking 
only light exercise, Eversintends to start the 
Cubs off at top speed the first day they reach 
the Tampa trajning camp. He believes in 
that method, if the players do get sore. 
muscies. They can then work the soreness 
eut by a lot more hard work. 


Relieve Soreness in Hurry. 

“The idea is to get the players in perfect 

physical condition for the openigg of the 
season, and Evers believes it is necessary 
for every one to go through that period of 
gore muscles. The sooner they get the sore- 
ness the. sooner they’ ll get over it, and there'll 
be no time wasted nor will there be an m- 
blance ef loafing about the training camp. 
That ought to be a busy place. That’s why 
the players are sent there. 

“I know that McGraw and Bresnahan have 
believed in starting the players off on the 
jump and they both have been successful 
in developing speedy men. That's what Evers 
fe especially desirous of doing this year and I'm 
sure he is in favor of the hard work scheme. 

* He wants to make a team of good base run- 
mere. Evers knows that much of McGraew’s euc- 
cess has been because of his great base running 


team. There are nrany speedy men on our team 
end some don’t know how to use their speed. 


Evers to Teach Vic Saier. 
** Evers spoke to me about Vic Saier, our young 
first baseman, who came to the front #0. rap- 
His only fault is his base running, yet 
he is vne of the fastest runners on the club, 
The boy hasn't learned the art of running bases 
yet, and Evers intends to take him in hand at. 
the start of the training trip to teach him thé Iit-- 
tle tricks of getting a lead and of sliding and hook- 
ing the bag. Perhaps others of the younger set’ 
on the club will need the same instruction. ‘I 
feel sure’ that Evere will make the 
running team we ever have had. 

“* Before John returned, to Troy he left inetruc- 
tions to have a silding pit constructed on the . 
training grounds. He explained how to fix it. 
It is for the purpose of making the players prac- 
tice siing, and the pit is built im eoft sand so 
there is little danger of young fellowes being in- 
jured in learning the trick. After they have learned 
how to do iit properly, they can do it on a hard 
Gamond without hurting themselves. 

“*I just had a letter from Charley Kuhn our 
groumdkeeper, who is at- Tampa fixing the diamond, 
and he says he has had his force of laborers }n- 
ereased. He now has thirty men w on 
the field, putting it in fine cendition for the ath- 
letes when they arrive. The fences around the 
place have been rebuihQ and the gates put on and 
a a baths in the clubhouse are being in- 
stalied.’’ 


Veterans to Take Time. 

Evers’ scheme doubtlessly will work all right, 
especially with the younger set of athletes, for 
hard work and sore muscles will trouble them 
lite. Hie veteran players in all probability 
will use their own judgment in getting into 
eendition anyway, @s is customary with stars. 
who have seen five or more years in the service. 

The ‘thing Callahan wishes to: avoid {s putting 
Bis men in a regular game of ball before they 
have had time to practice.a little. Last season 
the Sox squad arrived in Waco on a ‘Saturday 
afternoon and the following day played a nine 
inning game of ball, byt it wae with orders from 
the teader to go slow. Then he had a4 squad of 
four pitchers to do the pitching that dey, who had 
been there for a week working out in advance of 
the regular bunch. 

The first year that Bresnahan was a manager 
was In 1908, when he took command of the St. 
Louls Cardinals. He took them to Little Rock 
and shot them through a hard workout the first 
day. The following day he set the entire bunch 
to piaying soccer football at top speed. Some of 
the fellows pever had kicked a soccer football be- 
fore, and one of his young and promising short- 
stops, a fellow named Larson, sprained an ankie so 
badly that he had to be sent home. He never gut 
another trial in the big league. 


Howell “Kills” Pitching Arm. - 

That same year the St. Louis: Browns went to 
\Texas, arriving tn Dallag on a Saturday afternoon. 
They played a game of ball there the following 
day, Harry Howell, one of the strong pitchers of 
the staff, being placed on third base. In the mii- 
die of the game some Dallas batter rolied a siow 
one down to Howell and Harry forgot that he: 
hadn't been throwing since the previous fall. 
There was a chance to get the man at first by 
making a quick shot, and Harry cut loose. His 
arm fell at his side with a ligament torn and his 
pitching Gays ended right there. 

Tt is to avoid such accidents as this that Calla- 
han exercises caution in the opening days of 
training, though after the boys have'become prop- : 
erly prepared for hard work no manager in the 
business can give them more of it than Callahan. 
as he showed last spring in the Waco camp. ft 
May be that was partly the reason for the spurt 
bot he Sox at the start of the season. The hard 

had put them in better condition then their 
sivaia. 

Cailahan is starting the spring trip early enough 
this year so his players can afford to take it easy 
at the beginning and still have time enough to 
get into form before the first championship game. 
Evers is starting even earlier than the Sox chief, 
ed if his players develop sore arms at the start 
it shouldn't cause disagter, as ‘they will have 
plenty of time to work out the soreness.

Do pfd eas Another problem that confronts the in- 
surance companies in dealing with arson is 
the difficulty in getting the prosecuting au- 
thorities to take up a case vigorously and 
push it to the extent that they do in attack- 
ing other crimes. Arson perhaps presents 
more difficulties in getting convicting evi- 
dence than any other class of crime. Ofttimes 
there is nothing tangible, and yet the insur- 
ance companie® are morally certain that a 
loss is crooked. The evidence in almost all 
cases is circumstantial. The state’s attor- 
neys hesitate about pushing such cases be- 
cause the percentage of convictions in the 
number of cases brought is considerably less 
than in other classes. This, therefore, makes 
a poor showing in the reoords of a prosecut- 
ing attorney.
